AVERILL HARRIMAN, who becomes

heir of the late E. H. 
Harriman, railway em- 
pire builder, he is a 
strong factor in the 
management of dozens | 
of powerful corpora- 
tions — railroad, bank- 
ing, aviation, shipping 
and what not—-and can 
have his choice of a 
wide assortment of 
titles in the realm of 
big business. 

Mr. Harriman started 
his business career in 
1913, shortly after his 
graduation from Yale, as a clerk in the Union 
Pacific offices at Omaha and had to live on his 
pay of $25 a week, as his father decreed. Later 
he was an overalled section hand. Gradually 
he took over the management of his father’s 
vast estate, but it was in steamship lines rather 
than railways that he first asserted himself in 
a conspicuous way, and when he was 33 his 
companies controlled the largest tonnage un- 
der the American flag. Under the Roosevelt 
administration he has devoted most of his time 
to NRA, and it has been rumored that he is 
slated to become the NRA Administrator when 
and if General Johnson retires. 

Now 42, tall, pleasant-mannered, handsome, 
Mr. Harriman has been married twice and is 
the father of two children. A few years ago he 
was ranked among the country’s top-notch polo 
players but recently he has not had leisure for 
much play.

A FENCING CHAMPION IN EXILE 

ISS HELENE MAYER, a tall blonde na- 

tive of Germany who now is a student at 

Scripps College in Claremont, Calif., 
added the American women’s national indoor 
fencing title to her imposing list of champion- 
ships at last week’s r 
meet in New York. She | 
is 24 years old and since 
1927 has been winning 
most of the world’s 
fencing meets, though 
she met defeat in the 
1932 Olympics after 
scoring a notable vic- 
tory in the 1928 games 
at Amsterdam. She be- 
gan fencing at the age 
of 11 and in 1924, when 
14, won the champion- 
ship of Germany. 

Miss Mayer, who 
speaks half a dozen languages, has been edu- 
cated in the law in Germany, France and the 
United States, but under the Hitler régime she 
cannot practice her profession in the land of 
her birth, for she is of part Jewish ancestry. 
In California she is specializing in comparative 
literature and it is probable she will continue 
her studies in some American univergity. She 
still has hopes of being among the German 
fencing competitors in the 1936 Olympics.

He 
was director of the Detroit Museum of Art 
from 1888 to 1890 and of the Detroit School of 
Art from 1890 to 1894. He is an associate 
member of the National Academy and has been 
prominent for many years in leading art so- 
cieties, as well as in patriotic organizations. 


A WEEK’S HEADLINERS 


MAN OF MANY DISGUISES 
GNATIUS TREBITSCH LINCOLN, who has 
I been a little of everything from a member of 
the British Parliament to a self-proclaimed 
German spy, landed at Victoria, B. C., one day 
last week in a new incarnation. This time he is 
the Abbott Chao Kung, 
heading a party of six 
Buddhist nuns and four 
monks bound from the 
Orient for a Buddhist 
monastery in Germany. 
In his fifty-nine years 
of life he has _ been 
many things. Born in 
Hungary, he moved to 
a London slum, aban- 
doned Judaism for 
Lutheranism, was a 
Presbyterian mission- 
ary in Canada, became 
a Church of England 
curate and then turned his interest to soci- 
ology. At the age of 31, in 1906, he was 
elected to Parliament as a Unionist and did 
nothing particularly sensational until his 1916 
appearance in the United States to announce 
himself as one of the cleverest of German 
spies. The British evidently did not take his 
spy stories very seriously, for after they got 
him back in England they tried him on a pro- 
saic forgery charge and sentenced him to 
three years in prison. About 1920 he took 
part in a monarchist putsch in Berlin and 
then fled to the Orient, where for a time he 
was an adviser to General Wu Pei-fu in China. 
In 1926 the execution of his son, a British sol- 
dier, for killing a man whose house he was try- 
ing to rob, drew attention to Lincoln again, 
and after that his next appearance in the news 
was as a convert to Buddhism.
